instituted by Rome 
>G. Brown, 
of 
Minneapolis, chairman of the Ameri­ 
can Bar Association: 
Citizens of Minnesota: 
But 50 years ago upon the battle 
field of Gettysburg, Abraham Lin­ 
coln uttered these immortal words: 
“ That we here highly resolve that 
this nation under God may have a 
new birth of freedom, and that .gov­ 
ern arent of the people, by the people, 
for the people shall not perish from 
tile e a r th .” 
This appeal was made 
to the populace at a most critical 
hour in the life of our nation with 
tile war aspect in ipi ogress; hundreds 
of thousands of men sacrificed to the 
W ar Gods, 
Miar.s, with all the manu­ 
factures and commerce ruined and 
this fair country of ours laid waste 
on every side. 
To the credit of the 
American people,, they responded nob­ 
ly and, th ru the hard years of the re­ 
construction and succeeding decades, 
emerged a united republic, a. homo­ 
geneous mass. 
However it is my firm 
conviction that we have again reach­ 
ed a serious crisis in our national life. 
We are now livng in an age of social 
unrest and skepticism, in an era of 
iconoclasm and 
radical 
reformers, 
which is given characteristic expres­ 
sion in such a nostrum as the Recall 
of Judges. To speak plainly,, the ju di­ 
cial recall 
is an 
unconstitutional 
measure, reactionary in theory, vi­ 
cious in practice, the tool of corrup­ 
tion, repudiated by every appeal to 
cool, sane reasoning 
and 
common 
sense. 


At the outset, we are told by recall 


who to secure 'their impartiality are 
to he made independent, will declare 
it void'. 
On the other hand, if -the 
states go beyond their limits, if they 
make a law which is a usurpation 
upon 
the federal 
government, 
the 
law is void, and upright independent 
judges will declare it so.” Hamilton 
voices the same .feeling and under 
standing, speaking thru the ‘Feder­ 
alist 
v\ hen he says: 
“ There is no 
liberty where" the power of judging 
be* not seperate from the legislative 
and executive power. 
The complete 
independence of the courts of justice 
is peculiarly essential in a limited 
constitution. 
Limitations 
of 
this 
kind can be preserved in practice no 
other way than thru the medium of 
courts of justice, whom duty it must 
be to declare all acts contrary to {fie 
commands of the constitution void.” 
These are but two examples of the ex­ 
tensive writings upon 
the subject, 
whose further citation my limited 
space forbids. 
Consider the matter, 
but for a. moment, from the judge’s 
standpoint. 
The legislature has en ­ 
acted a certain statute. 
A case arises 
under the new statute and is pre­ 
sented to the court. 
Tile statute says 
one thing, the constitution another. 
The judge's duty lies clearly before 
him, the supreme taw must overrule 
?nd the judge deciares the statute 
unconstitutional, in so doing claim­

But 
listen to Ellsworth when urg in g the 
ratification of the constitution on Jan. 
7, 1788: 
"If the general legislature 
should at any time overleap their lim­ 
its, the judicial department is a con­ 
stitutional 
check'. 
If 
the 
United 
States go beyond their powers, if they 
make a law which the constitution 
does not authorize, it is void; and the 
judicial power the national judges, 


who to secure their impartiality are 
to be made independent, will declare 
it void'. 
On the ocher hand, if the 
states go beyond their limits, if they 
make a law' which is a usurpation 
upon 
the 
federal 
government, 
the 
law is void, and upright independent 
Judges will declare it so." Hamilton 
voices the sam e -feeling and under­ 
standing, speaking thru the ‘Feder­ 
alist*’ w hen lie says: 
"There is no 
liberty w h e r e’ the power of judging 
be not seperate from the legislative 
and executive power. 
The complete 
independence of the courts of justice 
is peculiarly essential in a limited 
constitution. 
Limitations 
of 
this 
kind can be preserved in practice no 
ether way than thru tee re odium of 
courts of justice, who;e duty it must 
be to declare all acts contrary to file 
commands of the constitution void." 
These are but two examples of the e x ­ 
tensive 
writings upon 
the subject, 
whose 
further citation 
my 
limited 
space forbids, 
(‘onsid'er the matter, 
hut for a moment, from the judge ’s 
standpoint. 
The legislature has en 
acted a certain statute. 
A case arises 
under the new atatute and is pre­ 
sented to the court. 
The statute says 
one thing, the constitution another. 
The ju dge’s duty lies clearly before 
him, the supreme law* must overrule 
sud the judge declares the statute 
unconstitutional, in so doing claim ­ 
ing ne. control over the legislative au­ 
thority, but because the act is con­ 
trary to and* forbidden by the ‘‘('on 
stitution," 
whose 
provisions 
he 
is 
duty-bound to enforce, 
is it not a 
curious argument to recall a judge, on 
th e ground that he is fulfilling the 
duties of his office. 
Yet in the last 
analysis when in all fairness, we call 
a spade a spade it is that and noth- 
ing fu ore. 


Furthermore, our courts are not 
and never have been reactionary and 
unprogressive. 
No better answer to 
this false charge could be given than 
the words of 
President 
Woodrow 
Wilson when he says: 
"Judges are 
not lawmakers. 
They are, not admin­ 
istrators. 
Their duty is not to de­ 
termine what the law shall be, but 
to determine what the law is. Their 
independence, their sense of dignity 
and of freedom is of the first conse­ 
quence to the stability of the state. 
To apply to them the principle of the 
recall is to set up the idea that the 
determinations of what tile law is 
must respond to popular impulse and 
to popular judgment. 
It is sufficient 
that the people should have the pow­ 
er to change the law when they will. 
It is not necessary that they should 
directly influence by threat of recall 
hose who merely interpret the law al­ 
ready established.” 
Those recall ag ­ 
itators who ar* prone to assert that 
judges do not ke< p pace with progress 
and that they base their decisions up­ 
on outworn precedent display ignor­ 
ance of the functions of the depart­ 
ments of our government, 
lf laws 
exist which do not suit present day 
conditions, let the legislature, whose 
duty it is, change the law. 
Like­ 
wise, if any part of Hie constitution 
has become unfit, let it b*> amended 
as the constitution provides. A judge 
rules upon a past event, 
if the leg­ 
islature passes a hopelessly ambigu­ 
ous law., if a joker is inserted into a 
bill or if a law is passed so inconsis­ 
tent with other laws as to be unen- 
forcible, the judges are blamed and 
are condemned upon every charge in 
the calendar of crimes. 
Would it be 
any more than fair to lay the blame 
at the door of the offenders? 
Another powerful argument against 
the judicial recall is that it would de­ 


stroy 
the 
independence of judges, 


orlty to the will and’caprice of a tem­ 
porary majority. 
We have former Iv 
secured to a judge his independence 
by giving him a fixed term of office, 
which he was to hold during good 
behavior, removable only for a just 
cause and after he had been given an 
opportunity to defend himself before 
some fair aud competent 
tribunal. 
But now 
iii is to lie changed. 
In 
place of staid courts of justice, we 
tire to ride upon the w ile d of "pro­ 
gress," 
we shall 
take -th** 
French 
courts as our 
model. 
Our 
court 
room will be theatres and tiler** re­ 
splendent 
with 
every dramatic ef­ 
fect 
and emotional climax 
will

tator shall constitute the jury; our

Alas! is mock Justice 
to be our destiny, must we witness sc 
hnftiiliating and degrading a spoe- 
ta c l f? 
Shall vv*’ shut our eyes and 
allow our benches to be filled with 
men who have ceased to have a mind 
of their ow n, and rn* re .puppets that 
they are, are tossed about by every 
gust of popular feeling and political 
passion 
The minority would have 
no legal rights— for judges ar** not 
supermen, they are only human, and 
would it not be flying in tile face 
of providence, for a servant, who is 
desirous of continuing in his pres­ 
ent employment, to disobey the com­ 
mands of hit. master 
Any respect­ 
able parrot '’ail he easily taught to 
jabber vv i ,t h#5 i n -sit • command*’, 
but, I a-k 
do we v.ant a pa ir ): sit­ 
ting upon the bench—-a mere figute- 
head, wit) bases his decisions upon 
public sentiment, with the ballot box 
ever uppermost in hi- mind? 
This 
is but one of tile « nil a m i s s i n g ques­ 
tions that "Judicial Recall” advocates 
must answer in the affirmative. True 
enough, they advance the argument 
that if a majority has the right to 
elect a judge they have a right to re­ 
call him, and at first sight it seems 
logical 
enough. 
Their 
argument 
falls, however when we stop to c o n ­ 
sider that tills country is ruled by­ 
laws, and not by majorities; and that 
the judges are not the servants of 
the majority, but are the servants of 
both the majority and the minority. 
Every citizen 
has certain 
inherent 
and fundamental rights, which can 
bt taken from him neither thru legis­ 
lative enactments, nor by constitu­ 
tional amendments, supported by no 
matter how great a majority. 
But not only would it destroy judi­ 
cial independence, it would iuereast 
the uncertainties of litigation. Th. 
majority of today may be the minor­ 
ity of tomorrow, and were our judges 
to obey tile will of the majority, de 
termining what was law would be like 
betting on a horse race. 
As one writ­ 
er puts it: 
"A lawyer dislikes to 
guess as to his clients rights, much 
lee* does a client like to guess as to 
his own rights, but if, a contract to­ 
day will not be a contract tomorrow, 
if what is Jaw today will not be law 
toriionow., arid the change is to lie 
made not by a statute of which every­ 
one may know before it becomes ef- 
fective, but because a Judge sees a 
new light on the political horizon, 
then dubious indeed will lie th-* pros­ 
pects for commercial enterprise. The 
successful business man under the re­ 
call code will b** the successful (poli­ 
tician. 
Legal disputes will no long­ 
er be settled by law but by the abili­ 
ty to control special recall elections,” 
Furthermore, the recall, being an 
unqualifiedly arbitrary power, would 
be unfair to Judges. 
Unlike the ord­ 
erly proceedure of impeachment, all 
file essential features of a trial, such 
as a hearing and the presentation o* 
evidence, are absent. 
On the recall 
ballot the petitioners 
may 
prefer 
charges against the judge in not more 
than 200 words, and these charges, 
most indefinite too, a mere collection 
of epithets such as "unfair.’’ "in­ 
competent. " etc., and upon the same 
ballot in not more than 200 words 
tile judge may answer the charge. A 
most noble substitute 
for 
justice!

T hat would permit five 
months of fighting. 
It is all a guess. 
Other wars afford little precedent, for 
never before has war been so exten­ 
sive or engaged in on so vast a scale. 
The Crimean w ar lasted nearly a 
fear and a half. 
But of this time the 
siege of Sebastopol occupied eleven 
months, and the result was not long in 
doubt. 
The campaign of France and 
Piedmont against Italy lasted only 
two months iii 1850. 
The Prussian 
war on Austria is known as “the seven 
(Weeks’ w ar.” The Franeo-Prusslan war 
lasted aliont ten months, but it was 
virtually decided at the beginning of 
the s ie g e of Paris, which came only 
two months after the declaration of 
war. 
The Russo-Turkish war lasted 
nine months, the Boer war nearly 
three years, although the most impor­ 
tant fighting was over in a year, and

Commonly a 
decisive 
victory has 
meant the rapid dosing of tile war. 
For instance, in 1850 peace followed 
the victory of French and Piedmont­ 
ese over tile Austrians at, Kolferino, 
where 2fl0.000 men were engaged. The 
Austrian defense went to pieces after 
the crushing Prussian victory of Sa- 
dowa.

Addition of copper m akes the 
color th** popular "golden yellow.” o r­ 
ang** or reddish gold. Silver tu rn s gold 
pale yellow. W e seldom see pure gold. 
but It bas th a t Indescribable yellow' 
th a t so often fascinates. 
T he pure m etal is so malleable th at 
it can be beaten betw een strips of vel­ 
lum into sheets tw o-hum lrod and fifty 
thousandths o f an inch in thickness. In 
this form it is tra n sp a re n t and tran s 
nuts green light. 
W hen very finely divided gobi is sus 
pended in a liquid l*y precipitation 
from a solution it tran sm its green light 
sim ilar to th a t of th e leaf gold. Yet in 
ordinary well diffused light it seem s 
purple, for this is tile color it reflects 
In <*ther words, lf a light is placed fie 
hind a ja r containing a liquid w ith gold 
in tine suspension it looks green, w here 
as if the light is placed iii front or ut 
th** side the color is purple. T he vapor 
from bolling m olten gold is als*) purple. 
W hat. then, is th e real color of gold? 
Th** color of a su b stan ce depends on 
its ability to reflect only light of th a t 
color, which in tu rn is due to th e a r ­ 
rangem ent of the molecules, i t sec*ms,
